Carneal, President of the Lusk Can­ 
ning Company, liaB made a statement 
which 
includes 
the 
following: 
“ Owing to the 
Company's 
paper 
1 argely held by Wm. T. Coleman A 
Co., having been discounted by the 
latter firm and the Company being 
unable to ascertain by whom it was 
held, 
any 
arrangem ent with its 
creditors for the benefit of the canning 
factory was impossible. 
As its con­ 
tracts were of great value, an assign­ 
m ent was necessary to prevent the 
Company and its business, which is 
at present profitable, from being in­ 
volved In litigation. 
The factory is 
being thoroughly reorganized.” 
The company deny that they have 
speculated in fruit; and regarding 
the statements which have 
been 
made that they had contracts for the 
larger proportion of the apricot crop 
and of the peach crop as well, B ay 
they bought no more than was neces­ 
sary in view that the apricot crop was 
short, and by early buying obtained 
lower rates than are now current. 
It is estimated by outside parties 
that the liabilitiee of Lusk A Co. are 
$200,000. 
Coleman A Co. had en­ 
dorsed much of the canning com­ 
pany's paper floated in the East. The 
entire apricot crop and most of the 
peach crop ef California has been 
contracted bv them, and if the can­ 
nery is closed serious results may en­ 
tail. It is thought, however, that the 
assignee will carry on business until 
matters can be straightened out. This 
is said to be the largest cannery in 
the world.

N ew Y o r k , May 12.—The crowd ut 
the Garden after midnight was one of 
the largest since the walk began—es­ 
timated at fully ten thousand specta­ 
tors. 
Tbe excitement was intense caused 
by the fact that tbe Mexican had suc­ 
ceeded in getting within two and a 
half miles of Littlewood. It was plain,

The damage 
done by the giving away of the Gov­ 
ernment water power dam yesterday 
is placed at $200,000.

At Keokuk manufacturing is almost 
totally suspended, and trains on tlie 
Keokuk aud Northwestern are aban­ 
doned. 
Alexandria, five miles below, is in 
danger of being submerged. Citizens 
are out working on the levees, which 
are already giving way in (daces. 
A vast area of farming lands along 
the river is covered with water, ana 
farmers will 
suffer great damage 
Telegrams from Canton, Me., say the 
railroads are under water, and the in­ 
habitants are panic-stricken.

Townshend, of Illinois, spoke in 
support of the bill. 
The issue, he 
said, was not between protection and 
free trade. The only issue raised by 
the hill was w hether Congress would 
reduce the high tariff created by the 
war, which was wholly unnecessary 
now, and produced distress among 
the masses of the people. The bill 
did not go far enough. 
It did not 
go 
so 
far 
as 
the 
President 
had intended it should 
go, nor 
so far as Senator Sherman had de­ 
clared it might safely go, yet it gave 
relief to the overtaxed people and 
would have his cordial support. 
It 
was a conservative and jndicious modi­ 
fication of tlie tariff on a fair business 
basis. 
He denied that the bill was a 
sectional one. 
Several gentlemen 
have been wild with fear that coal 
and iron ore were put upon the free 
by the bill. 
He denied that the 
bill did th is ; b at even if it did, it wee 
strange that the Democrats should be 
arraigned in bloody-shirt speeches as 
disloyal, when they simply stepped in 
the footprints of the leading Repub­ 
licans in the Senate.

Detective Eroil Harris resumed the 
stand at 0:30 o’clock yesterday morn 
ing in Justice Taney’s court in the 
case of the People vs. A. J. Lucas. 
Colonel Wells continued the cross­ 
examination, anil the witness said : 1 
know Charles H. McCnrry, he cam< 
to my oftice a'nd identified the articles 
belonging to him , and I told him I 
could not give them to him, as they 
would have to he used in evidence 
against the thief. 
I then told him he 
would have to swear out a warrant 
against the thief, and I took him to 
the Prosecuting 
Attorney and 
he 
made an affidavit against, Lucas; 
then brought him to a Justice of the 
Peace and he swore out a warrant. 
TtlKODOBB C. M«TZI.BR 
Was called and said: 1 know A. .1 
Lucas. 
I was with Harris and Rus­ 
sell when the search was made of his 
office and house. 
I had three search 
warrants. 
I read these to Lucas, lie 
•aid first he did not have the articles 
named in them. 
1 then read another 
warrant, and Mr. Lucas said he had 
the articles theiein named. 
He then 
went to the safe and took out the 
package. 
(W itness then enumerated 
the articles already mentioned hy 
H arris.) 
I then at-ked him about the 
three gold watches and the diamond 
rings. 
He did not have them. 
Then 
we found some letters. 
When Lucas 
said he knew the articles were stolen, 
1 raid: 
“ If you knew they were 
stolen, why did you not turn them 
over to the proper authorities? 
You 
are not a sworn officer, and have no 
right 
to 
retain 
them .” 
“ But,” 
saul be, “ I make my living by hold­ 
ing these articles for rewards and 
that was why I held them. 
1 asked 
Lucas some questions about Klton and 
he said he did not know him. 
He 
then told me that he had worked for 
him in San Francisco. 
He had seen 
him here and had given him the arti­ 
cles mentioned. 
Lucas said: ‘I knew 
the articles were crooked when Ml ton 
Save them to m e.’ 
I than asked ilie 
efendant if he did, not pay lilton’s 
hoard, and if he had not given him 
work in this town. 
He saicl ‘no,’ he 
had kicked him out of the office. 
1 
interviewed Flton about Lucas and 
he told ine that he and Lucas had 
worked together. 
He was in jail for 
something when 1 talked with him 
1 never offered him any inducement 
to testify against Lucas. I have known 
Elton for 
about 
two 
years, and 
have 
seen 
him 
three 
or 
four 
tim es since. 
Irwin arrested Elton in 
8an Francisco. 
I knew Lucas in Han 
Francisco, when lie was connected 
with the 
Pacific 
Coast Detective 
Agency. This concern was rotten to 
the core, and Lucas was arrested and 
^sonvicted of felony there. 
Elton told 
the jail thatfhe had stolen a red 
headed purse from a house on Temple 
street, containing about $20. 
The 
purse and about $10 was given to 
Lucas, who told* him to keep on steal­ 
ing. 
Elton 
told us 
whore 
the 
articles were found and said he would 
show us where. 
In every instance 
we found that Elton’s story was true. 
MR. JOHN FAHRKLI., 
A resident of this city, living now at 
833 South Olive street, said : During 
the month of April T lived at No. 215 
Temple street, and my wife missed a 
purse containing $15 or $20 or $25 
about the 10th or 12th of last April. 
Witness testified as to the location of 
his room in the Winona hotel, and 
was excused without cross-examina­ 
tion, except in regard to the time of 
the robbSry. 
At the conclusion of this testimony 
the court adjourned until 2 p . m .

The activity in the construction of 
buildings in this city has given rise to 
much comment, and is constantly sur­ 
prising visitors who come expecting to 
find the progress of the city as effectu­ 
ally stopped, aa it is in other sections 
of tho country, it is considered as one 
of the most promising and encourag­ 
ing nlgus of the prosi>erity of the 
future that so much money is being 
placed in improvements, which, for 
tho most, part, are substantial and 
solid. It is a Bign that the crisis, upon 
which the city wavered when it was 
uncertain w hether it would rem ain an 
interior town or to become a great m e­ 
tropolis, has passed,and that the people 
have decided in favor of tho latter, and 
are making haste to supply the waftt 
created by their delay.

Millions of 
dollars have been spent and many 
millions more have been placed in 
bunk to pay f r these improvements, 
ami the end is not yet, nor will it be 
until Los Angeles has becomeentiiely 
transformed, until all of the old one 
and two storv buildings have been 
torn down and replaced by structures 
of five and more stories, until Los 
Angeles, Main,Spring and Fort streets 
from one end to the 
other 
are 
lined with as costly architecture as 
graces any metropolis in the United 
State1», and at I he present rate of pro­ 
gress, this state of affairs will exi.-t 
inside of the next half decade. 
The building of business block.- 
does not interfere with the erection of 
dwelling-houses, and every day the 
vacant spaces between residences are 
being filled with cottages and houses 
of pleasing ar.d picturesque design;

ONE K ILLED—MANY INJURED. 


The S onora T ra in H eld up and 
Bobbed N ear N ogales— 


- L atest D etails. 


A serious accident occurred between 
3> and 6 o’clock yesterday morning on 
the line of the Southern Pacific, neat 
G ila Bend, 120 miles east of Yuma 
Passenger train No. 20, west bound, 
and due in this city at 8 :50 i\ m., was 
passing over a culvert which gave 
way, and prcc.pitated the hind end of 
the train into the hollow' below.

The thieves, foiled in their at- 
tem r t to open the safe, carried it off 
bodily, but the amount within it can­ 
not at present be ascertained, as Mes­ 
senger Hays is unable to make any 
statement. 
Mr. Pridham, the representative of 
Wells, Fargo in this city, was seen 
yesterday afternoon by a H i:ram> re­ 
porter and questioned regarding the 
amount of probable loss to tiis com­ 
pany. 
He said : “ I atn unable to 
give any estimate at all, though I am 
of opinion that there was not very 
much in tbe safe, as all onr heavy 
bullion shipments from that part of 
the country are made by boat from 
Guaymas. 
Then agaiu we do not 
handle very much money in this direc­ 
tion over that division, and I am 
not aware of any special shipments 
being made. 
I am unable to furnish 
you with any particulars of the affair, 
as all the information we have of it is 
a telegram from the front stating the 
bare facts of the case.”

In the face of these facts 
it is utterly absurd to say that any tax 
on im ported borax íb needed, or that 
the tax cuts any figure in the price of 
it. 
Take off the impoBt of three cents 
i>er pound, and we reduce the pric 
:o three and a half cents.

Is it to the mills 
which jrat on $2 for sawing? 
Is it to 
them same m ills which exact $2 profit? 
Is it to the cheaply built tuba that 
carry it to our harbor at $H? 
Is it to 
the railroad which charges $5 for a 
twenty-m ile haul? 
Or is it to the 
local dealers who charge $1 for hand­ 
ling 
the 
stuff 
and 
then 
add 
$7.50 
profits? 
Who is it in this 
1 >ng, strong and irrefragable chain 
of extortion to whom the protection is 
necessary? If the lumber business 
Were conducted on a basis of fair 
profits it is probable that we should 
get at least $1 off the cost of lo g s; 
another off the cost of sawing; still 
another off the profits of the m ills; 
the cost of shipping to this port 
should not be above $5, giving us

T he great function of 
capital is to pay labor. 
H ence, one 
of the absurdities of A narchists de­ 
stroying capital 
and capitalists in 
order to benefit them selves.

am ple, take th e capital (the wage 
fund) of a country at $1,000,000, and 
th e laborers at 1,000,000. 
T he coun­ 
try is protective and self-supporting. 
T hus each laborer receives $1. A new 
governm ent is elected, and determ ines 
upon a free trad e policy. 
It allows 
foreign com m odities free entry. These 
have to be paid for out of existing 
capital. Consequently, although there 
are th e sam e num ber of laborers, 
there is a sm aller am ount of capital 
from w hich to pay them . 
T hus the 
laborer in com petition w ith foreign* 
m ade m anufacturers m ust receive a 
sm aller wage. 
Suppose th is to go on, 
year after year, w hat wages will the 
laborer receive, say 
in ten y ears’ 
tim e? 
How m uch capital will be left 
in the country in ten years?

THE S. P. WRECK. 


Full Details of How it 
. 
Occurred. 


PASSENGERS 
INTERVIEWED. 


One Killed and Fifteen Slijrhtly 
Injnred—Names of the 
Wounded. 


Thor H era ld reporter in quest of 
full particulars of the train accident 
at Gila Bend on the Southern Pacific 
journeyed as far as Spadra, and there 
awaited the arrival of No. 20 from the 
front. 
It was 10 o’clock ere th e train, 
three hours late, steam ed in and the 
■cribe at once wended his way to the 
rear 
end, 
where 
he 
was 
in­ 
formed 
the injured 
were 
congre­ 
gated. 
In the first emigrant car were 
som e eight or ten people, m ost of 
them with scarred faces, blackened 
eyes and other indications of having 
m et with trouble, and in the second 
coach a similar scene was encoun­ 
tered. 
Addressing him self to an in- 
telligent-looking man the scribe asked 
for information regarding the disaster 
and was answered as follows: 
“ We 
had been out of Gila Bend station some 
10 m inutes and had traveled about 
five m iles, when as we were passing 
over a culvert erected over a dry wash, 
I noticed a bumping of the cars ahead. 
The next m om ent I knew we were off 
the track, and after being hauled 
along the ties for about a tram-length 
th e coach turned over on its side and 
was dragged through the eand. 
The 
dust ana dirt half filled the car and 
when we cam e to a standstill and I 
succeeded in recovering m y senses, 
a tibrry looking sight met the view. 
Everyone was covered with sand anil 
dirt, the children were crying and the 
women calling tor help. 
1 got out as 
soon as I could and then heard that 
there was a woman killed. They were 
just lifting 
her out as 1 walked 
up 
and 
her 
husband, 
poor 
fellow, 
stood 
heart-broken 
a9 
he 
realized the misfortune that had be­ 
fallen hi m. 
H is name is L. G. Good, 
and he, his wife and three children 
were en route to Garvanzo fiom Kngr 
land. 
I became acquainted with the 
party in New Orleans, and Mrs. Good 
was a very am iable lady of about 35 
years of age. 
It was rumored that 
som e others were killed, but it was 
found that this report was untrue, for 
all of the rest of the passengers came 
crawlingout of the overturned coaches, 
begrimed and bleeding. 
There were 
four cars wrecked altogether—a Pull­ 
man sleeper, a first-class day car, a 
smoker and an emigrant car.’ From 
all I could learn, the way the wreck 
happened was as follow s: One of the 
strap3 gave way and the rails spread 
as the train was passing over.

Pullman, and this in turn dragged off 
the coaches following it.

The scribe then proceeded into the 
Pnllman coach and engaged in con­ 
versaron with one of the travelers 
therein. 
In subitance the informa­ 
tion elicited was the same as the pre­ 
vious statem ent, witii the following 
particulars regarding the effect on 
those in the first class coaches: “ At 
the time of the wreck,” 
said the 
seribe’s informant, “ there were only 
three gentlem en in the Pullman and 
altout twelve ladies and gentlem en in 
the day coach. 
Beyond a slight 
shaking up and being smothered in 
sand, none of these passengers were 
hurt at all. 
The reason why so many 
were hurt in the emigrant car is be­ 
cause they were packed 
together 
and 
had 
no chance 
to 
escape. 
In my opinion 
Mrs. Good 
must 
have 
been

window, as her arm was completely 
skinned; and then, again, her neck 
was broken, as if bent down by some

Mr. Good w ss the next interviewed 
and said: 
"My wife, three children 
and I were bound for Garvanzo where 
m y brother-in-law, Mr. T. Fellows, 
resides. We came from W althamstow 
near London, England, and intei ded 
to settle here. We were all sitting to­ 
gether in one of these seat compart­ 
m ents when we felt the train bum p­ 
ing along and before we could realize 
what had happened the train l.ad 
turned over. The sand seemed to half 
fill the C A r, and as soon as I could 
clear my eyes I seized the children 
and took them to the reas end .of the 
car where it wa° clearer. 
I then tried 
to get at m y wife who was partially 
buried beneatii the sand.

dug 
-Tranlieally with my hands and others 
helped me, but when we extracted 
her, she was dead." 
Mr. Good was so overcome by his 
grief that the reporter, in respect 
for it, silently withdrew. 
It was, in­ 
. deed, sad to see the Htrong man as, 
surrounded by his throe children, he 
sat there almost bereft by his great 
affliction. 
The children, scarcely con­ 
scious of what had befallen them, 
looked wonderingly around, the pitied 
of all observers who thought of the 
dead mother in her shroud in the b»** 
gage car ahead. 
In the Pullman coach the reporter 
encountered Mr. Len Harris and Dr. 
Kirkpatrick, who hod traveled down 
the line to minister to the wunts of 
the wounded. 
Both gentlem en had 
done everythingin their power, and the 
injured whom they t ad 
attended 
were loud in their praises. 
Dr. Kirkpatrick said. “ W ith the 
exception of the death of Mrs. Good, 
nothing else serious has resulted from 
tho accident.
